TRAFFIC 

Council to bring in 
new parking bans 

DRIVERS will be banned from parking 
along nearly 20 roads across Dudley under 
hard-hitting plans revealed today. 

Council bosses are working on propos¬ 
als for double yellow lines to be introduced 
on 18 routes across Dudley, Stourbridge, 
Halesowen, Brierley Hill and Netherton. 

Others will also be made one-way or 
see waiting restrictions imposed in a bid to 
improve traffic flow and stop some drivers 
leaving cars in residential street to avoid 
parking charges. 

Consultation will run until October 1 with 
a decision on each scheme soon after.

A ROW broke out at a treas¬ 
ure inquest between metal 
detecting club members over 
how many ancient golden 
coins each man had found. 

Shropshire coroner John Ellery- 
had to tell those involved to ‘keep the 
temperature down’ and even threat¬ 
ened to adjourn the inquest to a later 
date if it ‘got out of hand’. 

The row involved former members of Four 
Quarters Metal Detecting Club in Dudley dur¬ 
ing the inquest at Shirehall in Shrewsbury. 
The coins dating back 2,000 years had been 
unearthed in a field in Claverley. 

Derek Lloyd, who is no longer a member of 
the club, told the hearing that he found three 
gold coins while detecting with fellow members 
on land owned by Malcolm Powell. But another 
member, John Sibley, claimed he found the 
third coin. 

The inquest was held into seven Iron Age 
coins all dating between AD 20 to 50. Six were 
found on March 1 while the seventh coin was 
found four days later. The coins are part of the 
same hoard. 

Mr Lloyd, from Kidderminster, said he found 
three of the ancient coins, while father and son 
John and Martin Sibley, and Shaun Painter 
found one each. Mr Painter found the seventh 
on March 5. But John Sibley, 67, from Dudley, 
argued that he and Mr Lloyd had actually found 
two coins each. Mr Lloyd’s claim was backed up 
by Mr Sibley’s son in a letter. 

Rubbish 

Mr Lloyd said: “I found three coins. I called 
the others over. I got a signal and found one, 
which started off the excitement, then I found 
another one. I said I’ve got gold here but they 
thought I was fooling about. I told them I was 
serious and then Mr Sibley (senior) started dig¬ 
ging in my circuit, right around my area, and in 
the meantime I’d found the third one.” 

Mr Sibley said: “Mr Lloyd got a signal and 
dug the hole but he could not find it. I found 
it and he said ‘it’s mine, it’s mine’. I found the 
third coin.” 

Mr Lloyd, 78, responded: “I dug the hole. It 
was my hand that found it. I don’t care what 
he says, I swear on the Holy Bible I found it. 
Surely possession is nine tenths of the law.” 

Mr Sibley was also asked to swear on the 
Bible and said: “He said ‘it’s mine’ so I gave 
it him.” 

When Mr Ellery asked why Mr Sibley had 
not said this until the hearing, Mr Sibley said: 
“He’s been so nasty about the whole procedure 
that I’m getting my own back.” 

Mr Ellery accepted Mr Lloyd’s evidence and 
declared the coins were a hoard of treasure. 

Following the inquest Mr Sibley said he 
was ‘totally disgusted’. Mr Lloyd said: “What 
should have been a very happy event didn’t end 
up being one.”

A SPORT that allows older people the chance 
to keep playing football — at a much slower 
pace — is coming to Dudley. 

An eight-team walking football tourna¬ 
ment takes place in Wordsley Park later this 
month. 

Teams of seven players will battle it out to 
be crowned inaugural champions of the con¬ 
test in the morning of Saturday, September 
26, ahead of family activities in the park in 
the afternoon. 

Ward Councillor Derrick Hemingsley, who 
has helped organise the tournament, said it 


was a chance to showcase the sport of walking 
football to the wider public. 

After taking part in such a match ear¬ 
lier this year, Councillor Hemingsley said it 
sparked his interest to bring the sport to the 
borough. 

The sport is played in exactly the same 
manner as five-a-side football, but players are 
not allowed to run. If they do, a free kick will 
be awarded to the opposition. 

Councillor Hemingsley said: “I was involved 
in a walking football tournament in Molineux 
and from that I had the idea to promote it in 


Dudley. I got together with Age Concern to 
put this tournament together because I want 
to try to encourage Dudley residents that are 
over 40 to come and try out walking football. 

“The FA are supporting us as well and 
they’re keen to see how it goes. 

“We’re hoping it will mean our green spaces 
are used more during the weeks, whereas nor¬ 
mal football takes place at weekends.”

Government fund 
new teaching roles 

MORE than 50 new teaching posts will 
be created by Dudley Council to help 
continue providing a range of adult 
learning courses. 

The council’s Adult and Community 
Learning Team runs dozens of courses 
at community venues across the bor¬ 
ough. 

To meet the growing demand for the 
courses, the authority wants to create 
55 part-time tutor posts to replace the 
casual tutor pool. It will be funded by a 
£1.2 million Government grant. 


LEISURE 

Four restaurants 
given go-ahead 

MULTI-MILLION-POUND plans for four new 
restaurants and cafes at Dudley’s Castle- 
gate Business Park have been given the 
green light. 

More than 80 jobs will be created by the 
scheme which will see a Hungry Horse 
pub, a Costa Coffee cafe and a KFC res¬ 
taurant built on vacant land by the existing 
Premier Inn hotel. 

A fourth unit will also be constructed on 
the site, off Castlegate Drive, with develop¬ 
ers hoping to attract another restaurant to 
the complex. 

Planning permission for the project has 
now been approved by Dudley Council. 
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Swarm of wasps killed grandfather 


A GRANDFATHER died after be¬ 
ing stung hundreds of times on the 
face when he disturbed a wasps’ nest 
while on holiday in Wales, an inquest 
heard. 

Clive Southall’s family could 
‘hardly see his face’ because there 
were so many wasps swarming 
around him as he rushed back to 
his caravan in Llanfair Caereinion, 
Welshpool. 

The 83-year-old from Brierley Hill 
had been clearing woods alongside 
Baxter Mill Caravan Park. 

After the wasps attacked him, he 


rushed to the shower to try to wash 
them off but collapsed shortly after 
and had to be airlifted to hospital. His 
family described his death as a ‘tragic 
accident’, an inquest in Telford heard 
yesterday. 

Mr Southall, a retired service engi¬ 
neer, of Rodway Close, died at Royal 
Shrewsbury Hospital on August 11. 

His inquest was completed in just 
10 minutes at Telford Register Of¬ 
fice at a ‘fast track’ hearing after his 
family requested it should go ahead 
in their absence. 

The statements from his family 


were instead read out by Julie Har- 
tridge, officer for coroner Mr John 
Ellery. 

She said: “According to evidence 
from his son, at around 11am on 
August 11, Mr Southall was clearing 
woods alongside Baxter Mill Caravan 
Park, where he has a holiday home. 
Also present was his 11-year-old 
granddaughter. 

“At some point during this work 
it seems he slipped and disturbed 
a wasps’ nest. The wasps quickly 
swarmed upon him and he returned 
to his caravan to put his head under 


the shower in a bid to get rid of the 
wasps. His daughter, who was in the 
caravan, commented that she could 
hardly see her father’s face because 
there were so many wasps on him.” 

“He came out of the bathroom and 
said that he had been stung a lot of 
times. Shortly after he suddenly col¬ 
lapsed.” 

The inquest heard Mr Southall 
was airlifted to Royal Shrewsbury 
Hospital but died later that day. A 
post-mortem revealed death caused 
by anaphylactic shock. A verdict of 
accidental death was recorded. 


MR in move 
to enhance 
safety on 
busy road 

CAMPAIGNERS concerned after a 
spate of accident on a road in Sedgley 
have had showdown talks with council¬ 
lors on the issue. 

Residents have formed an action group 
aiming to improve safety on Northway 
following concerns over the busy road. 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin met res¬ 
idents to discuss further safety improve¬ 
ments. 

He was attending the meeting last 
week with Dudley councillors to listen 
to residents’ views on making the road 
safer. 

Northway Action Group for Road 
Safety campaigners have raised con¬ 
cerns about accidents on the road and 
have pushed for safety measures like a 
reduced speed limit and speed bumps. 

Roundabout 

New signage, road markings, bollard 
and a mini roundabout have now been 
installed but campaigners push for fur¬ 
ther measures near Rowena Gardens 
and Swallowfields Road. 

Mr Austin said: “Northway residents 
have told me that speeding on the road 
is so bad that near misses happen weekly 
and accidents are becoming more and 
more common. 

“I’ve spoken up for campaigners from 
the start and we’ve already managed to 
secure new signs, markings, bollards 
and a mini roundabout to slow traffic. 

“That’s a great start but I’ve brought 
Dudley Council’s road safety chief to 
hear about the extra safety measures 
that campaigners want put in place.” 

Battle of Britain 
march and service 

A BATTLE of Britain parade and ser¬ 
vice is being held in Stourbridge next 
weekend. 

On Sunday, September 20, members 
of the Stourbridge branch of the Royal 
Air Forces Association with the cadets 
of No 451 Squadron Air Training Corps 
(ATC) will parade in Mary Stevens Park, 
Stourbridge, for their annual Battle of 
Britain Parade Service which this year 
commemorates the 75th anniversary of 
the battle. 

The parade will gather at 10.30am 
and the parade will start at 11am. 

Members of the public are invited 
to attend, particularly any who were 
involved with the battle’s aircrew or 
ground support and those who served at 
some time with the Royal Air Force. 

Lock up sheds and 
garages, say police 

THERE has been a spate of shed and ga¬ 
rage burglaries taking place in Sedgley. 

Police patrols are being increased 
and stop and search checks will also be 
conducted on people seen acting suspi¬ 
ciously in the area following the break- 
ins. 


820 fly-tippers but 
only five prosecuted 

FLY-TIPPING is on the rise in 
Dudley with thousands of inci¬ 
dents being reported but just a 
handful of people prosecuted. 

Councils are spending tens of thou¬ 
sands of pounds clearing up rubbish 
and pursuing the culprits through the 
courts. 

In Dudley, there were 820 reports in 
2014/15 - up 12 per cent from 782 three 
years before. And the cost has risen from 
£35,339 in 2012/13 to £45,366 in 2014/15. 

But Dudley Council prosecuted just five 
people last year, compared to nine the pre¬ 
vious year and 12 in 2012/13. 

The number of reports has risen by 38 
over the last year but is the lowest in the 
Black Country - and 3,600 lower than Wol¬ 
verhampton. 

Sandwell Council did not make a pros¬ 
ecution in the last three years but there 
were more than 10,000 reports and bosses 
spent nearly £598,000 tackling the prob¬ 
lem. 

Dudley chiefs admit more needs to be 
done to stop fly-tipping incidents increas¬ 
ing. 

Tougher 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin has called 
for tougher penalties. 

He said: “We need to stop the people that 
keep doing this to our local area.” 

The Dudley area has been blighted by 
fly-tippers in recent months, with mounds 
of waste being dumped on roads and car 
parks. Last week tyres, mattresses, sofas 
and fridges were dumped in Jackson Street, 

Lye, and had to be cleared by a community 
group. Lye councillor Mohammed Hanif 
said: “I don’t know why people do it, we 
have a council tip. I don’t know what drives 
people to go and do that.” 

Councillor Hilary Bills, cabinet member 
for environmental services, said: “We work 
hard to catch and prosecute those people 
who blight our borough with fly-tipping.” 

More than 50 containers of waste have 
been left near clothes recycling bins in the 
car park of the Co-op in High Holborn. And 
mounds of black bags 10ft high are also 
being left in Edge Street, Coseley. 

And farmer Chris Inett who dumped 
more than 150 tyres and blocked Bennett’s 
Lane in Trescott, was ordered to pay almost 
£3,000 in fines and court costs in June.

LIVES will be put at risk if plans to 
build homes on wasteland in Pens- 
nett get the go-ahead, campaigners 
claim. 

Residents living in Cygnet Lane, 
where access to the 10 homes 
is proposed, are concerned the 
planned road which runs between 
two existing properties is too nar¬ 
row. 

They argue cars travelling on 
and off driveways could be involved 
in collisions with others entering 
and leaving the estate. 


Proposals for the development 
were put before a committee of 
Dudley councillors last Tuesday 
but they deferred their decision so 
they could visit the site. 

Linda Bradley, who lives in Cyg¬ 
net Lane near the proposed access 
road, said: “Where we live is an un¬ 
usual layout. We have two lots of 
cars coming on and off of one drive 
and there is a house in front which 
uses it as well. Then - because of 
the fencing - we have to reverse 
blind to get out onto the track with 


three quarters of the car hanging 
out before we can see what might 
be coming. 

“With this development there is 
going to be cars whizzing past. The 
scheme would put people’s lives in 
danger.” 

Dudley Council planning officers 
recommended the scheme be ap¬ 
proved, subject to conditions, de¬ 
spite 10 letters of objection. 

Councillor John Martin said: “I 
agree with the residents. I have 
concerns about the access.”

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Awards for 
bravery of 
officers in 
knife horror 

TWO police officers who fought to 
save a crazed knifeman after he 
slashed his own throat following a 
double stabbing have been awarded 
top national bravery honours. 

Inspector Steve Gordon and Ser¬ 
geant Jon Andrews, both from Dud¬ 
ley, are to receive Royal Humane 
Society testimonials after the inci¬ 
dent in Robin’s Close, Stourbridge, 
last year. 

They were called to the house after 
reports of a disturbance and were con¬ 
fronted with ‘a bloodbath’ with two 
women having been stabbed. 

The officers were told the attacker 
was still inside the house with a baby 
and when they went in Insp Gordon 
and Sgt Andrews were confronted by 
John Loveridge, who was armed with 
a large knife. 

He then slashed his throat from 
ear to ear before they convinced him 
to drop the knife and then battled to 
stop him bleeding to death. 

The two officers also won the per¬ 
sonal praise of Dick Wilkinson, secre¬ 
tary of the Royal Humane Society. Mr 
Wilkinson said: “This incident turned 
into a bloodbath after the man slashed 
his own throat down to his windpipe. 

“In addition to trying to stem the 
bleeding the two officers also had to 
fight to restrain the man who was 
bleeding heavily and seemed to be 
intent on his own death. Paramedics 
who attended the scene were in no 
doubt that they saved the man’s life.” 

Insp Gordon added: “I am just 
thankful that the victims and the at¬ 
tacker all made a full recovery.” 


Witness appeal 
after train brawl 

AN APPEAL for witnesses to a fight 
involving 10 people on-board a train 
at Stourbridge Junction station has 
been made. 

Violence broke out as the train, 
travelling between Kidderminster 
and Birmingham, arrived at the sta¬ 
tion and spilled out onto the platform. 

British Transport Police want wit¬ 
nesses to the brawl which happened at 
around 9.30pm on August 8. They are 
examining CCTV from the station and 
the train. Pc Tom Kelly said: “British 
Transport Police will not tolerate ag¬ 
gressive or anti-social behaviour on 
trains or at stations. We will always 
do everything in our power to inves¬ 
tigate upsetting incidents like this.”

£6m GP and treatment centre is shelved

A £6 million health centre planned 
for Lye, offering GP practices and 
specialist treatments for thousands of 
patients, has been shelved. 

NHS Dudley was given permission 
to build the complex on land between 
Clinic Drive and Jackson Street at 
the start of 2013 but nothing has hap¬ 
pened in the two years since. 

Councillors have been left frus¬ 
trated by a lack of progress and it 
has now been confirmed the proposal 
is under review, raising huge doubts 
about whether it will ever be built on 
the overgrown site. 


Artist impressions submitted with 
the plans promised an impressive 
new medical centre Both the Limes 
Surgery in High Street and Pedmore 
Road Surgery would have relocated 
there under the plans. The facility 
would also have featured treatment 
rooms for physiotherapy, podiatry, 
speech and language therapy. 

Midwifery and community nursing 
teams and counselling services would 
also have been based at the site. 

When the proposals were unveiled, 
health bosses were hopeful the centre 
would be open by August 2013. 


Lindsey Harding, spokeswoman 
for the Dudley Clinical Commission¬ 
ing Group, said: “In 2013 with the 
abolition of the primary care trust, 
responsibility for primary care and 
the estate moved to NHS England. 
Dudley CCG has recently taken re¬ 
sponsibility for primary care back 
and we are currently reviewing the 
whole health estate to ensure we have 
premises across the borough that are 
fit for purpose and meet the popula¬ 
tion needs. 

“We are unable to comment on in¬ 
dividual centres or locations.” 


Controversial club gets 
go-ahead on appeal 


A FETISH club in Dudley — branded 
‘incompatible’ by councillors — has 
been given the green light after the 
owners won an appeal. 

Planning permission for Valhalla had 
twice been thrown out by Dudley Coun¬ 
cil over concerns about its impact on the 
community, despite the same council 
granting it an alcohol licence. 

But the Planning Inspectorate has now over¬ 
turned the ruling against the club and granted 
planning permission for the venue in Dock 
Lane. 

The club runs events for swingers and ‘alter¬ 
native lifestyle’ groups. 

Inspector JP Roberts said: “The council al¬ 
leges that the use would be incompatible with 
the social and cultural cohesion of the com¬ 
munity. However, without explanation or ev¬ 
idence, this reason for refusal lacks credibility. 

“I have had regard to the petition submitted 
to the council. I note that few of the signatories 
live close to the appeal site and many live some 
miles away. Many of the signatories gave no 
address or the addresses given were illegible. 

“The petition raises concerns about public 
safety, particularly that of children, crime and 
disturbance, but provides no explanation as to 
how such concerns arise from the proposed use, 
and there is nothing in anything I have read 
which gives any indication that harm would be 
caused to social or cultural cohesion.” 

Website 

The venue’s website describes it as a ‘life¬ 
style social club’ with a bar, lounge, playrooms, 
changing rooms, shower and photographic fa¬ 
cilities. Upcoming events include a Foot Fetish 
Feast and Girls Nite Out. 

It has already been operating for a number 
of months but will now become a permanent 
fixture. Bosses at Valhalla insist that no sexual 
acts take place at the site but there would be 
fetish sessions and role play. 

A petition of objection signed by 66 residents 
was handed to the council while more than 30 
objections were submitted when the plans re¬ 
surfaced earlier this year. 

In January a separate committee granted the 
venue a licence to sell alcohol and for live and 
recorded music. 

On parking concerns, Mr Roberts added: 
“There is off-street parking on Dock Lane 
should overspill parking be required, which 
would not result in highway dangers.” 



DAVE Mundon is a man with a 
mission to tidy up green spaces in 
and around Dudley. 

That’s why he has set up the 
Guerrilla Gardeners group and is 
encouraging other green-fingered 
locals to get involved. 

Disappointed with how some of 
the parks and greenery on traffic 
islands in the borough were look¬ 
ing, Holly Hall resident Mr Mun¬ 
don, aged 46, decided he needed 
to act. 


“There’s now a group of us — 
the Guerrilla Gardeners — who 
are trying to make the place look a 
bit tidier,” Mr Mundon explained. 
“The state of some of the parks 
and traffic islands has been dis¬ 
gusting and I just felt something 
needed to be done. 

“These places show other peo¬ 
ple what Dudley is like but they 
look awful. If the council aren’t 
looking after them then I’ll do it 
myself and get this area sorted.” 


Delivery driver Mr Mundon is 
currently fitting the gardening 
around his working hours. 

He said he got in touch with 
Dudley Council to try to get the 
project off the ground but did not 
hear back from the authority so 
did it off his own back. 

After setting up a Facebook 
group he has been approached by 
like-minded people nd the group 
has bought their first piece of 
equipment — a strimmer.

Mushtaq Hussain, chair of CfED, 
said: “We want to give everyone living 
in and around the town centre of Dud¬ 
ley a focal point to access information 
and advice and get as much support 
as possible.”

Pupils perform better than neighbours 


ONE in five children in Dudley are 
failing to reach the expected stand¬ 
ards in reading, writing and mathe¬ 
matics by the time they leave prima¬ 
ry school but most are doing better 
than Black Country neighbours. 

The provisional results of this 
year’s national curriculum tests — 
known as Sats — show 80 per cent 
of pupils achieved at least a level 4 in 
the three Rs. 


Girls fared better than boys, who 
are further behind with only 78 per 
cent reaching the standard expected 
of the age group. The figures show 
that 82 per cent of girls got at least a 
level 4 in the three subjects. 

Pupils are expected to gain at least 
a level 4 standard in the three Key 
Stage 2 tests, which they take in Year 
6 when they are usually aged 11. 

Reading was the strongest sub¬ 


ject for pupils in Dudley with 89 per 
cent achieving the expected level or 
higher. This compared with 87 per 
cent for mathematics and writing. 

Pleased 

Councillor Ian Cooper, cabinet 
member for children’s services, said: 
“We’re pleased to see Dudley pri¬ 
mary schools performing well with 
some results higher than neighbour¬ 


ing areas and meeting the national 
average. Thanks to all of our schools’ 
staff as well as parents and of course 
the children who have done so well 
and should be proud of their perfor¬ 
mance.” 

This year’s combined figure of 80 
per cent for the three subjects is on 
par with the national average and 
higher than figures for other parts of 
the Black Country. 


Calling a taxi could 
be made Uber easy

CONTROVERSIAL taxi 
company Uber, which al¬ 
lows customers to hail a 
cab via a smartphone app, 
is coming to Dudley. 

The firm has submitted plans 
to operate a base from offices at 
The Waterfront in Brierley Hill 
and expects to have the service 
up and running later this year. 

The operation - which has 
sparked protests from traditional 
cabbies elsewhere - sees customers 
download an app, which allows them 
to order a car directly from the near¬ 
est driver. They then get details of 
the estimated waiting time and cost. 

There are no telephone calls to 
book a private cab as everything is 
done through the app in less than 
a few minutes. GPS is used to put 
passengers in touch with the closest 
drivers to the pick-up location. 

Uber operates in Birmingham but 
this would be the company’s first 
service in the Black Country. 

General manager for the Mid¬ 
lands Fouzan Ali confirmed the 
plans to start operating in Dudley in 
the futurebut said it was too early 
to say when the service would start. 

Certificate 

“We have applied to operate in 
Dudley. We have plans to operate 
in lots of areas in the Midlands,” he 
added. 

He has submitted an application 
for a certificate of lawful use for op¬ 
erating a private hire operator busi¬ 
ness from a base at Dudley Court 
South. 

In February, Birmingham became 
the fourth city in the UK to be tar¬ 
geted by the American firm which 
now operates in more than 50 coun¬ 
tries. 

Dudley Private Hire and Taxi As¬ 
sociation chairman, Shaz Saleem, 
said while he didn’t think his mem¬ 
bers would support Uber, he doesn’t 
believe the firm’s arrival would af¬ 
fect business. He added: “I think 
people prefer the security of the tra¬ 
ditional taxi. Uber doesn’t offer the 
same security and there have been 
complaints elsewhere.”

The parade will finish at the cen¬ 
otaph in Ednam Road, with a short 
service to include a moment of silence 
and laying of wreaths. 

Councillor Steve Waltho, Mayor of 
Dudley, said: “We are very proud in 
Dudley of the sacrifices made by all 
service men and women to protect 
our country. This special parade and 
service help to remind us of the great 
importance of the Battle of Britain 
and the bravery of the members of the 
Royal Air Force.

Residents in 
call to back 
petition on 
eyesore inn 

CAMPAIGNERS battling to get an 
eyesore pub redeveloped are calling 
for the community to get more in¬ 
volved after struggling to get signa¬ 
tures for a petition. 

Corbyns Bromley Tenants and 
Residents Association need 3,000 sig¬ 
natures to trigger a debate on The 
Commercial pub site, Pensnett, by 
Dudley Council. 

The petition reached the half way 
stage having been signed by 1,500 
people but members say over the re¬ 
cent weeks they have struggled to 
make further progress.

If residents can get the support 
needed they will urge Dudley Council 
to take action under section 215 of the 
Town & County Planning Act 1990. 

Group member Michelle Morgan 
said: “A few people have tried to sell 
their homes nearby and the people 
coming to view have asked how the 
long the pub is going to be in that 
condition.”

Visitors flock to museum and zoo 
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The Black Country Living Museum 


THE Black Country Living Museum 
and Dudley Zoo have recorded bump¬ 
er visitor numbers this summer — 
despite downpours hitting the school 
holidays. 

Bosses said they were delighted 
families chose to visit the open air 
attractions in their droves over the 
summer. 

New exhibits, themed events and 
special offers are among the reasons 
they say have helped swell numbers 
coming through the gates, despite the 
dodgy summer weather. 

At the Black Country Living Mu¬ 


seum, visitor numbers jumped by 
eight per cent during the six week 
holidays. Spokeswoman Laura Wake- 
lin said: “The summer holidays are a 
key period for the museum and we’re 
very pleased with eight per cent year- 
on-year rise in visitors. 

“Some of the reasons for this boost 
include our new UnChained Annual 
Pass, which allows for unlimited re¬ 
turns within a 12 month period, but 
also an attractive offering in terms of 
activities. This year we’ve focussed on 
the history of cinema and that’s been 
a real hit with visitors.” 


It has also been good at Dudley Zoo 
where figures were up by 1,500 this 
August compared to the same period 
last year. This August 55,775 people 
went through the gates at the Castle 
Hill attraction compared to 54,259 
who visited the 40-acre site in 2014. 

Its busiest day was August 8 when 
almost 3,000 visited. Even on rainy 
Bank Holiday Monday almost 700 
people braved the drizzle. Zoo director 
Derek Grove said: “We no longer at¬ 
tract visitors solely from the Midlands 
but across the country and overseas, 
so the future’s looking bright.” 


More shops opening 
across the borough 


THE number of empty shops in 
Dudley has fallen drastically, while 
neighbouring Wolverhampton con¬ 
tinues to be plagued by vacant 
premises. 

Across Dudley borough the vacancy 
rate has dropped from one in three units 
in 2011 to less than one in five. 

But Wolverhampton remains in the top 20 
worst performing town and city centres in the 
country in terms of filling shop units, according 
to new research from the Local Data Company. 

Councillor Kurshid Ahmed, cabinet member 
for regeneration at Dudley Council, said “It is 
fantastic news and I am really glad that the im¬ 
provement has been recognised. 

“Getting more shop units in use helps the 
town in so many ways. It makes it more vi¬ 
brant for shoppers, increases confidence for 
businesses and helps the council build trust 
with both. 

“We have put a lot of money and a lot of time 
into improving our town centre and ensuring 
that people and businesses still see it as a thriv¬ 
ing place and I am glad to see that is paying off. 

“The difference is noticeable, I see it myself 
every time I go out into town. 

“Dudley is open for business and as a council, 
we will continue to work with businesses and 
the public to ensure that continues.” 

Revamp 

Earlier this year a £6.7 million revamp of 
Dudley Market was completed and plans for a 
further £50m regeneration within Dudley town 
centre were revealed after 18 months of talks. 

The Porters Field project will see restau¬ 
rants, shops and houses built alongside a su¬ 
permarket and bring 500 jobs to the town. 

It is the latest regeneration scheme aimed to 
breath new life into the town centre. 

A £650,000 project to open up King Street 
to all traffic for the first time in 12 years was 
completed in December. Previously only buses 
and taxis had been able to use the route. 

Ninder Johal, president of the Black Country 
Chamber of Commerce, said businesses need to 
move with the times to see an improvement. 

He said: “Consumer behaviour has changed 
drastically over the years, even the big super¬ 
markets are starting to feel the negative side of 
that. However, business people are starting to 
see that they can still offer something different 
to online shopping sites and they need to really 
run with that.” 



Homes evacuated as blaze erupts

An investigation into the cause 
has now been launched. 


Daniel Randles, aged 24, who 
lives in one of the terraced houses, 
said: “We were just inside and the 
fire brigade knocked on the door. 
I didn’t have a clue. That building 
has been empty for a while.” 

Two crews from Brierley Hill, 
two from Dudley, one from Tipton 
and one from Haden Cross were 
sent to tackle the fire. 

Group Commander Dave Baker 


said: “As we came along the dual 
carriageway smoke was covering 
all of the road. It was obviously 
issuing from the roof here.” 

He said the fire had started on 
the first floor but had spread up¬ 
stairs. 

Eight firefighters went inside 
the building. 

Crews remained at the scene 
until after 9pm.

CAMPAIGNERS have showed 
their support for an un¬ 
der-threat Dudley pub, the 
latest in the Black Country 
that could be turned into a 
supermarket. 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin and 
Councillor Keiran Casey visited The 
Summer House Inn on Sedgley Road, 
Woodsetton, to hear residents’ views 
on plans to replace it with a Co-op. 

Ward councillors Casey and Adam 
Aston have written to every resident 
in the surrounding area asking them 
for their views. 


The existing pub would be demol¬ 
ished and a new building installed in 
its place. The new Co-op would bring 
20 jobs to the area, according to the 
developer. 

A petition started by a local resident 
to save the Summer House has already 
gained more than 300 signatures and 
this will be submitted to the council’s 
planning committee when plans are 
lodged. 

Councillor Casey said: “Local pubs 
are important to the community - the 
Summer House has been in the village 
for many years. 

“The most important thing is that 
residents get their voices heard. It is 


my job to speak up for local people and 
that is why I’m visiting the pub to hear 
from local residents face-to-face.” 

A spokesman for New River Retail, 
the owners of the Summer House, 
said: “Our approach with pub sites 
where we are looking at new develop¬ 
ment proposals is always to consider 
first whether the pub can be retained. 

“Unfortunately the Summer House 
has been struggling as a pub business 
for a considerable period of time. 

“The proposed new convenience 
store will offer local people a modern, 
purpose-built local facility and we 
have been contacted with support for 
our plans. ”

Emotive subject 
of life and death 



WE are all unique in the uni¬ 
verse and every single life is 
sacred, so giving someone 
the right to prescribe med¬ 
ication to kill anyone makes 
me uneasy. 

I am not a religious man but I 
am in awe of the miracle of life. 

How could you ever want to give 
that up? 

Then I think about someone living 
in unbearable pain, for whom even 
breathing has become a desperate re¬ 
minder of how few breaths they may 
have left, and how much harder it is 
going to become and I think, who am I 
to tell them all this? 

Step forward Wolverhampton South 
West MP Rob Marris, bringing his As¬ 
sisted Dying Bill to be debated in the 
Commons on Friday. 

Dignity 

He presents it as a calm and rational 
response to an issue of growing con¬ 
cern - that there are people who want 
to end their lives in dignity but the law 
tells them they cannot. 

The two doctors who would have to 
agree would not administer the drugs. 
A judge would have the final say. 

The patient would have to be the 
one to take their own life. Opponents 
will not see it like that. 

For even though the Bill would only 
allow lethal medication to be pre¬ 
scribed to someone diagnosed with less 
than six months to live, it is effectively 
asking another human being for help 
to die. Last week alone, 36 religious 
leaders including priests and vicars 
from across the West Midlands told

Mr Marris in an open letter, and in 
no uncertain terms, how much they 
objected. 

For the former lawyer, on his sec¬ 
ond run as an MP, the task is not just 
about arguing the case for his Assisted 
Dying Bill, but about stressing all the 
things that it is not. 

It is not, he says, euthanasia. It is 
not, he says, about pressuring some¬ 
one who is elderly and infirm to end 
their life. 

The problem he faces, beyond the 
Bill itself, is that many of those who 
oppose assisted dying believe it to be 
the thin end of the wedge. 


There is no more emotive subject 
than the sanctity of life. 

Christian ministers believe they are 
fighting to preserve it. Right to die 
campaigners believe desperately ill 
people are being condemned to suffer 
in pain. 

I think I’ll feel sad or uneasy which¬ 
ever way this goes. 

Those of us sitting on the fence 
can only hope or pray that as far as 
ourselves and our loved ones are con¬ 
cerned, we never feel the need to ask 
someone else to decide on a matter of 
life and death.

Flag controversy 
historian’s talk 

A HISTORIAN who sparked anger when he 
branded the Black Country flag as ‘offen¬ 
sive’ is holding a talk in the Black Country. 

Patrick Vernon will chart the rise of the 
black community in Wolverhampton in the 
free talk at the city’s art gallery in Lichfield 
Street on Saturday, October 10, from 2 to 
3pm. Mr Vernon will give an overview of the 
legacy of the Caribbean, and in particular 
the Jamaican community, in the city. 

Mr Vernon caused controversy when he 
said the use of chains on the flag repre¬ 
sented a disturbing image of an industry 
that had profited from slavery and colonial 
rule in Africa.

Cash cuts see police officers 
using cars without sirens 


POLICE officers are being forced to 
drive to emergencies without sirens 
due to cash cuts - resulting in delays 
attending robberies, burglaries and 
assaults. 

There have been more than 100 reports 
in the past 12 months of police attending 
urgent matters without a siren in the West 
Midlands. 

As a result, there is said to be ‘huge frustra¬ 
tion’ among officers, who feel they are ‘letting 
the public’ down as they struggle to get to crime 


scenes within the target of 15 minutes. The 109 
Vauxhall Corsa patrol cars being used have blue 
lights but no sirens and were originally intended 
for neighbourhood policing and non-urgent in¬ 
quiries. 

However, according to the Police Federation, 
they are being deployed to more emergencies 
due to the reduction in staff caused by the Gov¬ 
ernment’s budget cuts to West Midlands Police. 

Officers are ordered to drive the Corsa at ‘pa¬ 
trol speed’ and obey the rules of the road. But 
the absence of a siren means they cannot get 
traffic to move out of the way. 


West Midlands Police Federation health and 
safety boss Pete Harkness said: “More emphasis 
is being put on the Corsa in answering emer¬ 
gency calls. In these circumstances, the lack of 
a siren creates huge frustration among the of¬ 
ficers driving them. They feel they are letting 
the public down.” 

One police officer, who did not want to be 
named, revealed how he arrived in a Corsa pa¬ 
trol car too late to save a member of the public 
from being assaulted by a drink driver. 

Up to 2,500 West Midland Police officers and 
staff are set to be axed in the next four years.

TWO corn snakes are on the road to recov¬ 
ery after being cared for by experts at a rep¬ 
tile centre in Sedgley. 

Paddington and Bert were found sepa¬ 
rately by members of the public and were 
taken into the Proteus Reptile Centre to be 
looked after. 

Paddington, who measures around 4ft in 
length and is orange, was found dumped in 
a box at a railway station in Staffordshire, 
which is why staff at the centre gave him 
his name. 

Bert, slightly smaller and brown, was 
found in a back garden and had suffered 
burns. He is continuing to receive veteri¬ 
nary treatment and is now settling into life 
at the centre. 

Both are currently in quarantine at the 
site, in Catholic Lane, to ensure their health 
improves and that they are eating properly. 


Because of his injury, Bert will need to 
remain in quarantine for a little longer than 
Paddington. But experts at the centre said 
the aim was to eventually find both snakes 
a new home with a loving family. 

Corn snakes are not native to Britain, 
hailing from America but they are a popular 
pet in this country. They are not poisonous 
and they mainly eat dead mice. 

Spokeswoman for the centre Amy Tara¬ 
naski said: “Both are settling in here at 
the centre. Bert understandably was not 
a happy snake at first but he has now re¬ 
ceived treatment. The snakes were brought 
to us by the RSPCA to be looked after once 
they had been rescued. 

“Once they are fully fit we will look at 
re-housing both of them.”

Football legend Gazza 
can’t wait to meet Bully 


GAZZA will have one thing on 
his mind when he visits Wol¬ 
verhampton later this year - 
meeting old pal Steve Bull. 

An Audience with Paul Gas¬ 
coigne will take place at the Civic 
Hall on November 30, with the 
football legend talking about his 
career highs and lows and reflect¬ 
ing on his successes on the pitch 
and his traumas off it. 

But his number one priority when 
he arrives in the city is to hook up with 
his old friend, Bully. 

“I can’t wait to get to Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Civic Hall,” Gascoigne said. “I’m 
hoping that my old mate Stevie Bull 
will come along to the show. 

“Bully’s a great lad and I’d love to 
catch up with him. We always got on.” 

The pair also played together with 
the three lions on their chest against 
Scotland at Hampden Park in 1989 - 
Bully’s England debut when he found 
the back of the net. They also played 
at Italia ‘90. 

Memories 

And, word on the grapevine, is that 
Wolves’ famous number nine is likely 
to take Gazza up on his offer of meet¬ 
ing up in November. The show’s pro¬ 
moter said Bully has told him he’ll be 
there, providing he is in the country. 

Promoter Ken Purchase is from Tel- 
ford-based BoxFrog Promotions. 

He said: “We’ve been in touch with 
Steve Bull and he plans to turn up to 
see his old friend, providing he isn’t 
away on the night.” 

Gazza has fond memories of Wol¬ 
verhampton and trained with Wolves 
at the age of 36 when he was looking 
to resume his career under then-boss, 
Dave Jones. He was given reserve 
games by Jones to try to improve his 
fitness in the latter stages of his ca¬ 
reer. 


Paul Gascoigne loves the Midlands 

“I’ve always loved the Midlands,” he 
continued. “It’s like being back home 
in Newcastle. The Midlanders are al¬ 
ways friendly, the same as the Geor- 
dies. They’ll give you a smile and the 
time of day.” 

Ticket prices for the Wolverhamp¬ 
ton show have made some fans’ eyes 
water as a VIP package including a 
meet and greet with the man himself, 
photo and signed England shirt costs 
£385. There are 38 VIP packages avail¬ 
able. 

However, regular tickets, which cost 
£22, have been selling fast. 

Civic Hall boss Mark Blackstock 
said it would be a great event for the 
Black Country. He said: “Everyone 
remembers the fun he brought to foot¬ 
ball. I am sure it will be a great night 
and a thrill for the city.” 

Boxfrog specialises in high-profile 


sporting appearances. Ricky Hatton 
will also appear at the Civic, with meet 
and greet tickets for his show on De¬ 
cember 21 costing £82.50. 

Gazza, now 48, has led a turbulent 
life since capturing the nation’s hearts 
at Italia 90, where he famously shed 
a tear, as well as battling well-docu¬ 
mented addictions. 

He has been in and out of rehab 
since 1998 when he was signed in by 
his then manager Bryan Robson after 
he was found unconscious after drink¬ 
ing 32 whisky shots. 

His battle with alcohol has been 
highly public with the superstar 
sportsman pictured in various tabloid 
newspapers the worse for wear. 

Gazza hit the headlines in 2010 
when he appeared at the scene of the 
tense stand-off between killer Raoul 
Moat and the police. 

He appeared in Rothbury after the 
gunman had been cornered by police 
and insisted that Moat was a friend, 
bringing him ‘a can of lager, some 
chicken, a fishing rod, a Newcastle 
shirt and a dressing gown’. 

Although his personal demons have 
sometimes cast a shadow over his ca¬ 
reer, his prowess has earned him the 
status of a footballing legend. On the 
pitch Gazza was known for his spar¬ 
kling feet and unrivalled flair. He won 
the FA cup with Tottenham Hotspur 
in 1991 and earned himself a £5.5 mil¬ 
lion move to Italian giants Lazio. 

He was well received by fans but 
his time in Italy was blighted by con¬ 
stantly falling out with journalists and 
his weight gain. 

Gazza re-found his form when he 
joined Rangers but in the end his ca¬ 
reer faded out, finishing with spells 
at Middlesbrough, Everton, Burnley, 
Gansu Tianma and Boston United. 

As well as the Italia ‘90 World Cup 
semi-final, Gazza was again instru¬ 
mental in guiding England to the 
semi-final of UEFA Euro ‘96 on home 
soil.

Councillor Etheridge also surveyed 
the views of Kings Road residents, to 
gauge thoughts on how to stop the es¬ 
tate being used as a rat run and means 
of avoiding the Bull Ring. Responses 
showed problems included parking on 
both sides of the road, which makes 
traffic single file in places. 


Several dozen responses, which 
included detailed letters from resi¬ 
dents, were handed in to Councillor 
Etheridge’s office in High Holborn 
which showed support for stopping 
vehicles over 7.5 tons from using the 
route. 

He said: “This area has been used as 
a rat run for a long time now and it is 
time something was done. 

“There have been frequent occa¬ 
sions where large vehicles have had to 
reverse up, having found themselves 
unable to get between parked cars. 
Parking on pavements for residents is 
a major issue and we have called for 
free car parking on Bilston Street car 
park to try and relieve the congestion.”

PAINSTAKING work is being carried out to restore a 
steam locomotive and bring it back to the tracks for the 
first time in three decades. 

Engineers are dedicating hours of work to return the 
Hagley Hall locomotive to its former glory. It is based 
within a workshop at Severn Valley Railway’s Bridgnorth 
station and it is hoped it could be back on the rails again 
within three years. 

The £500,000 project is gathering pace as a team of six 
are tasked with the challenge of restoring the Locomotive 
4930 Hagley Hall. 

Bob Sweet, from the Friends of Locomotive 4930 Hagley 
Hall group, said: “There is a lot of support and interest 
from members of the Severn Valley Railway. I’m sure a 
lot of Severn Valley Railway supporters and visitors would 
love to see it come back.” 

Hagley Hall was built at Great Western Railway’s works 
in Swindon, Wiltshire, in 1929 and served at depots across 
the Midlands and West Country. It was withdrawn from 
service in December 1963, having run 1,295,236 miles and 
was sold for scrap before being recovered by enthusiasts. 

It has no actual link to Hagley Hall apart from Great 
Western’s tradition at the time to name each class of its 
locomotives after places or people.

Welsh rockers Stereophonies have released ninth album Keep The Village Alive 


ALBUM REVIEWS

WHEN it comes to no-non¬ 
sense rock with a heart, Ste¬ 
reophonies prove their reli¬ 
ability on Keep The Village 
Alive. 

The band, who emerged from the 
South Wales village of Cwmaman in 
the early 1990s, keep to a tried and 
tested formula on their ninth album. 

And the blend of guitar rock, lush 
strings and frontman/songwriter Kel¬ 
ly Jones’s rough but warm vocals is a 
winning formula. 

Jones has an eye for strong charac¬ 
ters (perhaps going back to his days as 
a market trader) and an ear for a mem¬ 
orable melody and sharp lyric, which 
he converts into anthemic songs which 
are melancholy without being senti¬ 
mental about everyday people. On Vil¬ 
lage these include a cast of characters 
desperate to grab a little joy or escape 
humdrum lives. 

Not as instant at 2013’s hugely suc¬ 
cessful Graffiti On The Train, Village 
does grow with each listen. C’est La 
Vie is a strong opener whilst My Hero, 
about a friend in the forces, and the 
story of an adulterous couple in Mr and 
Mrs Smith are set to become favourites 
with the fans. 

I Wanna Get Lost With You sums up 
small town hedonism whilst Fight or 
Flight has a hazy laid-back feel with 
Sing Little Sister being the essential 
dirty blues number. 

The Stereophonies will be in concert 
at the Genting Arena on December 11. 

Highest Point in Cliff Town by 
Hooton Tennis Club is jangly and like¬ 
able guitar-led indie rock from a young 
band out of The Wirral. The quartet’s 
stream of consciousness lyrics amuse 
with their bored banality of subur¬ 
ban mediocrity, succinctly expressed 
in their odd name taken from a local 
sports facility. 

The sound is a kind of English take 
on slacker rock with chiming weav¬ 
ing guitars casting a spell on Jasper 
and Always Coming Back 2 You, even 


getting a bit psychedelic on Standing 
Knees and Fall In Luv. Check them out 
if you like Catfish & The Bottlemen or, 
from earlier times, Pulp and Orange 
Juice. HTC play the Hare and Hounds, 
in Kings Heath, Birmingham, on Octo¬ 
ber 28. 

There is a distinct whiff of melan¬ 
choly, even a hint of menace, about 
Marks to Prove It, the fourth album 
from London outfit The Maccabees. 
They come out punching with the title 
track but elsewhere a dark introspec¬ 
tion settles. This can be atmospheric, 
as on the piano-tinkling Spit It Out as it 
builds in intensity or the delicate Slow 
Sun. Closing track Dawn Chorus, with 
brassy asides, enters Elbow territory. 

Brain-frying fretwork fireworks 
and heavy psych rifting contrast with 
chilled soundscapes on instrumental 
album Out To Sea from Carlton Mel¬ 
ton. The Californian trio with their wah- 
wah effects, droning synths and guitars 
can appeal to those into such esoteric 
bands as Faust, Hawkwind and Neu. 


Teen girl band The Runaways were 
the link between glam and punk rock 
and the use of their classic youth re¬ 
bel anthem Cherry Bomb on the ‘70s 
soundtrack for the Guardians of the 
Galaxy movie has revived interest in 
the group, otherwise known for featur¬ 
ing a very young Joan Jett. 

They were brought together in Los 
Angeles by pop svengali Kim Fow- 
ley who exploited their look and their 
youth, persuading singer Cherie Currie 
out of her usual T-shirt and jeans into 
a corset in a bid to attract a male au¬ 
dience. However, their sheer rock ‘n’ 
roll energy went on to influence many 
female guitar slingers. 

Snarling rock gem Cherry Bomb 
features on the reissue of debut The 
Runaways and the Japanese Singles 
Collection which includes a cover of 
Slade’s Mama Weer All Crazee Now. 

Cherie Currie plays the Robin 2 in 
Bilston on November 17 as part of her 
first UK tour in 35 years.

Traders fear impact of road 
closures on their businesses 


Fewer crimes are 
handled in court 

AROUND 15,000 criminal cases a year are 
now being settled out of court in the West 
Midlands, official figures reveal. 

Conditional cautions and ‘community res¬ 
olutions’ are being handed out at a rate of 
1,250 a month - almost a third of all ‘pos¬ 
itively-resolved’ cases. West Midlands Po¬ 
lice Chief Constable Chris Sims said there 
would be more of these outcomes in the 
future. 

“We have learned a lot about informally 
managing cases and making the right re¬ 
ferrals,” he said. “Confrontation meetings 
between victim and offender can also be ap¬ 
propriate in the right circumstances. 

Bureaucracy 

“It enables us to deal speedily with lower 
bulk offences in a way that offers better 
satisfaction for victims and cuts out a lot 
of costs and bureaucracy. Current research 
shows this is just as likely, if not more likely, 
to prevent re-offending. It also allows us to 
put more effort and resources into manag¬ 
ing prolific offending that drives more seri¬ 
ous crime - an area where we already have 
some of the best results in the country.” 

A conditional caution isoften used for 
low-level crime such as criminal damage or 
minor theft. The conditions are focused on 
the victims and can include compensation, 
damage repairs and apologies. They can 
also include elements such as geographical 
restrictions on movement, attendance on 
drug or alcohol rehabilitation courses and 
reparation to the victim within 16 weeks. 


ROAD closures and diversions start¬ 
ing this week as part of the £176 
million Bilston Urban Village project 
will cause eight weeks of traffic cha¬ 
os and lost takings, say concerned 
local traders. 

Work to install water and gas mains as 
part of the new housing development off 
Coseley Road was beginning today, result¬ 
ing in 24-hour closures stopping traffic en¬ 
tering from the Black Country Route. 

For a number of small businesses on Broad 
Lanes, which connects to Coseley Road, this 
means being cut off from potential customers 
for two months. 

Lorries 

Meanwhile, articulated lorries from busi¬ 
nesses on the nearby Withy Road Industrial 
Estate will be forced into making a sharp turn 
down Highfields Road in order to leave the town, 
as they will be unable to go through the Black 
Country Route. 

One businessman said the result of the road¬ 
works will be ‘damaging’ for firms and warned 
that re-routing the articulated lorries would 
cause ‘total gridlock’ and safety hazards for mo¬ 
torists. 


Paul Fanthom, owner of Technically Autos 
garage on Withy Road Industrial Estate, said: 
“All manner of problems will be caused by these 
roadworks. 

“From a business point of view, a lot of our 
customers come to us by the Black Country 
Route and I just don’t think they are going to go 
all the way around to get here. 

“This is going to last for at least eight weeks, 
it could be even longer, it will damage all of our 
businesses. 

“Wwe are only small companies and we rely 
on a lot of people coming through the Black 
Country Route.” 

He added: “Outside of those problems, you 
have to think about the traffic issues this is 
going to cause. There are, on average, around 
100 articulated lorries in use on this estate, com¬ 
ing and going at all hours. 

“They won’t be able to take the Black Country 
Route any more, traffic will be diverted down 
Highfields Road but that turn is so tight, having 
big lorries do that is a real danger.” 

Businessman Dave Foster, owner of Dave’s 
Autos, on Broad Lanes, said the potential for 
delays was a major concern. 

He explained: “In the long run, we under¬ 
stand that the plans may benefit us, but in the 
mean time, this is going to affect our business. 

“We have been told it is going to last eight 


weeks but you can never be sure, the longer it 
goes on, the worse things will get for us.” 

Council bosses have said that the Bilston 
Urban Village project will form a key part of 
wider regeneration plans across Wolverhamp¬ 
ton. 

A new pedestrian link created to connect the 
town centre with the new residential area forms 
part of the plans, as well as numerous housing 
schemes. 

Wolverhampton council spokesman Oliver 
Bhurrut said: “The works due to take place on 
Coseley Road are essential to the progress of the 
multi-million pound Bilston Urban Village re¬ 
generation project. 

Inconvenience 

“These works are not only vital to facilitate 
service diversions but will also create a new road 
junction to access the new development. 

“Businesses and residents have been kept 
fully informed of the works in advance either 
verbally or via letters and site notices. 

“We apologise for any inconvenience this may 
cause during this time and would like to assure 
them every effort is being made to keep disrup¬ 
tion to a minimum.” 


Memorial now 
on the move 

WORK to relocate a war memorial in 
Woodsetton has started following a 
long-running campaign by residents. 

Scaffolding went up around the cen¬ 
otaph, outside Mount Tabor Church, in 
Sedgley Road West, on Monday 

The monument will be carefully re¬ 
moved and taken to the workshops of 
W.E Jones, of Willenhall, where it will be 
cleaned and restored. 

Removal work was expected to be fin¬ 
ished this week 

Work to create foundations at the cen¬ 
otaph’s new home, a larger patch of land 
further up the road, is also due to begin. 

Monument 

Residents and councillors called for the 
memorial to be removed as the church is 
no longer used and the monument was 
located too close to the road for services. 

There had also been a problem with 
rubbish accumulating around it. 

Councillor Keiran Casey said: “It is 
great to see the work finally begin on the 
memorial. 

“Once the removal has been completed, 
the project should progress very quickly.” 

He added that the memorial was ex¬ 
pected to be installed at its new location 
in a couple of weeks, in plenty of time for 
Remembrance Day. 


New obelisk honours Staffords

AFTER 18 months of planning and fund¬ 
raising a new memorial to Staffordshire 
Regiment was finally unveiled. 

Dozens of veterans gathered at the Na¬ 
tional Memorial Arboretum in Alrewas to 
dedicate a 15ft-high obelisk after the previ¬ 
ous memorial had been branded an ‘insult’. 

The sun shone as former soldiers and 
their families took part in the ceremony on 
Saturday, the annual reunion day for the 
regiment. 

Lieutenant Colonel Giles Woodhouse, 
president of the Staffordshire Regimental 
Association, said: “Backed by three tatty 
flagpoles, the initial monument was con¬ 
structed from ordinary basic brickwork and 
topped with a metal plaque, which began to 
look out-dated and tired. 

“The association therefore decided to 
build a more fitting and respectable me¬ 


morial, to reflect the regiment’s history, of 
over 300 years. 

“I have been genuinely moved by the 
huge effort that has gone into both the 
fundraising and the building of the memo¬ 
rial. It’s been a privilege to see the progress 
that has led to this inspiring memorial.” 

Members of the association made the de¬ 
cision to replace the original memorial more 
than 18 months ago. The monument was 
designed as a scaled-down version of two 
obelisks which stand within Whittington 
Barracks, commemorating the North and 
South Staffordshire Regiments. 

It was constructed from Red Hollington 
or ‘Staffordshire’ Stone, the same material 
used in the building of Lichfield Cathedral. 

Some £32,000 was raised from public do¬ 
nations - which was three times more than 
the association’s original target.

Venue has lost licence 
after man stabbed 
and woman is bitten

THE Prince Albert in Wolver¬ 
hampton has lost its licence 
following a stabbing, numerous 
fights and reports of drug deal¬ 
ing and gang activity. 

West Midlands Police has been suc¬ 
cessful in its bid to have the city centre 
club’s licence revoked. 

It comes after a man was left fighting for 
his life have been stabbed at the Railway 
Street venue in June. 

And on New Year’s Eve 2014, a woman 
was bitten on the nose and face before 
being dragged to the floor by a man who 
then stamped on her head and body. 

Police said they also believed gang mem¬ 
bers and drug dealers were visiting the 
club and there were simply too many fights 
breaking out. 

The decision to revoke the licence was 
made at a Wolverhampton council licensing 
sub-committee meeting. 

West Midlands Police barrister Peter Ta- 
heri said: “The police have been here be¬ 
fore, they have made it clear to the current 
manager and previous managers what is 
expected of them. 

“These steps are not taken lightly but the 
police feel they have no other option but to 
seek a removal of the licence for this prem¬ 
ises.” 

Changes 

The Prince Albert has gone through nu¬ 
merous changes over the years. 

Current boss, Sarah-Emma Hughes, was 
deemed ‘by far the most competent to date’ 
by police but officers said they had no choice 
but to take action following the stabbing. 

The meeting heard that Miss Hughes and 
owner Ryan McGillicuddy from Stourbridge 
had this year changed the name to The 
Mansion at The Prince Albert for a fresh 
start. Styled as a ‘mansion’ for clubbers, it 
re-opened after a £200,000 refurbishment 
in March. 

But the trouble continued, with police 
saying the venue placed high demand on 
emergency services and there was poor 
communication between managers and the 
licensing authorities. 

The decision to remove the licence was 
made on the grounds of maintaining public 
safety and preventing crime and disorder. 

The Prince Albert will stay open until a 
closure notice is served, which could hap¬ 
pen this week. 

Bosses said they are planning to appeal 
the decision.

Now one in four 
landlords say 
no to foreigners 


MORE than one in four 
landlords are unlikely to 
rent their property to some¬ 
one with a foreign name or 
accent, according to new 
research. 

The survey by the Joint 
Council for the Welfare of 
Immigrants (JCWI) also 
found that 42 per cent of 
landlords are unlikely to let 
to people without British 
passports. 

The JCWI looked into the 
Government’s new Right 
to Rent scheme, which sees 
property owners face the 
threat of legal action if they 
rent to illegal immigrants, 
and called for the scheme to 
be scrapped, saying it ‘en¬ 


courages discrimination’. 
The Right to Rent pilot 
scheme is taking place in the 
Black Country and Birming¬ 
ham and is set to be rolled 
out across the country. 

Fines of up to £3,000 are 
issued if landlords, or their 
representatives, fail to con¬ 
duct checks or knowingly 
allow illegal immigrants to 
rent or continue to rent pri¬ 
vately-let accommodation. 
It is understood seven have 
been fined. 

The JCWI said it discrim¬ 
inated against those with 
complicated immigration 
status and those who can¬ 
not provide documentation 
immediately.

Minor grumbles, but food hit 
the spot at Ye Olde loll House 



Ye Olde Toll House in Willenhall 


YE Olde Toll House, in Willenhall 
is a comforting little venue with 
huge beams supporting the ceil¬ 
ings and where the rooms nicely 
furnished and lit. 

We were ushered into the bar area on to 
huge, soft sofas where we ordered drinks 
and browsed menus before ordering our 
food and heading to our table. 

There are set price options if you want to 
stick to a budget, or you can pick and choose 
from the a la carte lists or specials boards - 
which featured a host of fish dishes. And it’s 
worth noting that Ye Olde Toll House has a 
separate veggie menu. 

It was a pretty busy evening for midweek 
but the wait on the food was very short. 

My first friend chose the pan fried pigeon 
breast with black pudding mousse, sauteed 
wild mushrooms and pancetta crisps, which

went down pretty well. My other friend 
went for the garlic and herb-baked king 
prawns with toasted ciabatta. The prawns 
were almost perfect with the flavours going 
down a storm. 

I opted for the crispy pork belly with stir- 
fried vegetables and toasted sesame seeds. 

The flavours were gorgeous and the dif¬ 
fering textures of the pork were nice on 
the palate. The vegetables were difficult to 
get out of the decorative, unusually-shaped 
bowl, though. 

So onto round two. And just as with the 
starters, they proved a treat. The pan-fried 
duck breast was next for one friend. It came 
with a healthy portion of dauphinoise po¬ 
tatoes, fried wild mushrooms and a sloe 
gin and redcurrant sauce. ‘Beautiful’ was 
the adjective used to describe the duck and 


there was a thumbs-up for the jus, but he 
said the peppercorns in the sauce confused 
things and added an unnecessary crunch. 

My female pal ordered from the vegetar¬ 
ian menu - the stilton and spinach linguine 
with side salad and garlic bread. It arrived 
with very cute mini ciabattas rather than 
garlic bread but she didn’t mind as it was a 
hefty helping of pasta and ended up defeat¬ 
ing her anyway. 

The flavour of the stilton was praised as 
it added a kick that offset the mushrooms 
nicely. The wilted spinach was noticeable 
too as it added bite. The side salad was 
largely ignored due to the pasta portion. 

I chose from the grill menu - an 8oz sir¬ 
loin steak with baked tomato, roast field 
mushroom, peas and hand cut chips. I added 
a peppercorn and brandy sauce. The steak 
was cooked beautifully and tasted great. It 
cut easily and had just enough chew with¬ 


out being tough and dry. The sauce was 
thick and flavoursome, while the crunchy 
skin of the chips was a delight. 

Despite the amount we’d already eaten 
we weren’t quite done yet as we decided 
desserts would be a great idea. 

My mate chose the chocolate torte with 
cherry ice cream and amaretto cherries - 
‘banging’ was his verdict. The pastry, too, 
got full marks. Friend two chose the lemon 
curd cheesecake, served in a wine glass. She 
was a little disappointed as she felt it was 
more of a mousse than a cheesecake. 

I had a piping hot apple strudel. The pas¬ 
try was crisp and snapped when cut into 
and the apple chunks were large and sweet 
- softened by the vanilla custard. 

A couple of grumbles with the food and 
the lack of checking up on us by staff had 
not dampened our evening and we smiled in 
satisfaction at our evening meals.

anyone knows what it’s like to be 
part of a cultural phenomenon, it’s 
Daniel Radcliffe. 

The actor was just 11 when he 
landed the role of Harry Potter in the 
block-busting film adaptations of JK 
Rowling’s hugely successful novels. 

It must have been a lot of pressure 
- over the course of eight films, fans 
got the chance to watch Radcliffe 
grow up on screen - but luckily, he 
seems to have largely avoided most of 
the pitfalls that have come with being 
a child star. 

He’s put his continuing success 
(he’s gone on to win rave reviews 
for his stage work in Equus and 
The Cripple of Inishmaan, and 
appeared in films as diverse as The 
Woman in Black, Kill Your Darlings 
and Horns) down to his offbeat 
taste in scripts. 

He told The Guardian: “I think I’ve 
got good taste, but it’s slightly left of 
centre. I’m not interested in making 
films I’ve seen before. 

‘There’s nothing more exciting to me 
when I read a script than originality. 
That’s all it’s governed by; there’s no 


master plan to distance myself from 
Potter with every role.” 

However, his experiences may just 
help him in the new one-off drama, 
The Gamechangers, which focuses 
on a very different sort of 
entertainment phenomenon. 

The film explores the story of the 
computer game Grand Theft Auto, 
which the BBC has described as 
arguably the greatest British coding 
success since the days of Bletchley 
Park. 

If you’re not a gamer, that may 
initially sound like a somewhat 
outlandish claim, but the numbers do 
speak for themselves. 

The most recent iteration, GTA:V, 
released in October 2013, earned 
$1 billion in just three days, making it 
the fastest-selling entertainment 
product in history. 

The Gamechangers shows how this 
success story began with a group of 
British gaming geniuses who had 
known each other since their 
schooldays 

With creative mastermind Sam 
Hauser (Radcliffe) at the heart of it all. 


GTAs invitation to enter a 
fictionalised American underworld, 
where you can steal cars and gun 
down rival gangsters and cops alike, 
proves irresistible to players, it also 
attracts a lot of controversy. 

The more successful the game 
becomes, the more critics it picks up, 
with parents, politicians and moral 
campaigners all worried about the 
values they claim GTA is encouraging 
and the effect it may have on children. 

And at the vanguard of the crusade 
is lawyer Jack Thompson (Twister’s 
Bill Paxton), who is determined to stop 
the game’s rise. 

The Gamechangers has already 
generated some controversy of its 
own - the firm Rockstar Games filed 
a suit against the BBC to ‘ensure that 
our trademarks are not misused in the 
BBC’s pursuit of an unofficial depiction 
of purported events related to 
Rockstar Games.’ 

But it remains to be seen if the 
drama will change any viewers’ minds 
about the nature of the games and 
their effects on the people who play 
them.

Aiming high with Tucson 


Until the arrival of this Tucson 
model, Hyundai’s idea of a Qash- 
qai-style family Crossover model 
was encapsulated by its ix35. 

That car sold quite well but some¬ 
how, never quite captured the imagina¬ 
tion of the buying public.

Now though, the 
Tucson name is back, this badge attached 
to a design that replaces that rather apolo¬ 
getic-looking ix35 and which brings a fresh 
sense of dynamism to Hyundai’s presence 
in the Crossover sector. 

People have come to expect a lot when it 
comes to driving Crossover cars. Although 
they want a lofty perch, they also want to 
feel like they could be driving a hatchback. 
The Tucson delivers exactly this blend of vir¬ 
tues, hence its very road-biased suspension 
setup - and the overwhelming emphasis on 
two wheel drive models across the range. 

At the lower end of the range, there’s a 
choice of a 132PS 1.6 GDi petrol or a 116PS 
CRDi 1.7 diesel. Move a little higher and you 
can upgrade to a turbocharged 1.6 GDi with 
177PS. Diesel fans will find a 2.0 CRDi with 
either 136PS or 185PS. If you want 4WD, 


then you’ll need the turbo petrol or one of 
the 2.0-litre diesels. 

That 4WD system is fine for slippery sur¬ 
faces but don’t expect a great deal of mud 
plugging ability. As usual with Hyundai mod¬ 
els, there’s the option of varying the feel of 
the steering feedback, via different modes. 

It’s in this area that Hyundai has arguably 
made the biggest step forward. With an im¬ 
posing hexagonal grille and sleek Santa Fe- 
style headlights, the Tucson is a good look¬ 
ing Crossover. 

Climb aboard and the overall fit and finish 
is a big improvement on the ix35, with a well 
laid out dashboard. If you find the interior a 
little dark, then there’s the option of a cream 
lower half to the fascia which does brighten 
things up significantly. 

Space 

There are 513-litres of seat up boot space 
available (or slightly less if you go for 4WD), 
Fold the seats down and this capacity in¬ 
creases to 1503-litres (or 25-litres less for 
4WD). Rear seat space is good, although the 
rear doors are a little on the small side. 

The range may start at less than £19,000 
which gets you entry level S trim with the 
non-turbo 1.6 petrol engine. Spend anoth¬ 
er £1,500 or so and you can opt for the 1.7 
CRDi diesel. If you want the bigger diesel, 
then you’ll need to look at ‘SE Nav’ trim at 
just over £24,000, with a further 4WD option 
adding nearly £2,000 more. If you want auto 
transmission or the higher output 185PS die¬ 
sel and 177PS petrol engines, you’ll have to 
pay for 4WD. 

Even base ‘S’ trim comes with kit like a 
DAB digital radio and Bluetooth connectivi¬ 
ty, plus USB and AUX connections, 16” alloy 
wheels, air conditioning and auto headlights. 
Next up is the ‘SE’ grade which adds 17” al-

loy wheels, rear parking sensors, heated 
front seats and dual zone climate control, 
plus the option of an 8” touchscreen sat 
nav system. Plush ‘Premium’ trim includes 
sat nav as standard, plus 19” alloy wheels, 
leather seats, front parking sensors, auto 
wipers and heated rear seats. Finally the 
top ‘Premium SE’ grade adds a heated 
wheel, keyless entry, a Smart Parking As¬ 
sist System on autos, an electric tailgate, 
LED headlights, an opening panoramic 
glass roof and ventilated front seats. 

All models get six airbags, ABS with 


brake assist, traction and stability control. 
Plusher models gain a Lane Keep Assist 
System (LKAS), Rear Cross Traffic Alert 
Autonomous Emergency Braking (AEB) 
and Blind Spot Detection (BSD). The high¬ 
er the model, the safer you’ll be. 

So, what do we have? The tough looks 
of an SUV, the sensible practicality of a 
five-seater mini-MPV and the affordability 
of a family hatchback. These are the facts 
behind a Tucson model good enough to 
attract many new buyers to the Hyundai 
brand.

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Great family 
bus that kids 
will love but 
a little pricey

At the risk of sounding a bit blase, not a lot. 
Seat has kept much of the Alhambra’s win¬ 
ning formula untouched, only tweaking the 
styling, the engines and adding the latest 
connectivity thanks in part to a new partner¬ 
ship with Samsung. 

You still get seven seats, two built-in booster seats 
in the middle row, sliding rear doors and options for 
petrol, diesel, manual and automatic. 

If you look really (really, really) closely, you might also no¬ 
tice the new Seat logo. 

The Alhambra doesn’t look all that bad for a family bus, 
adding a few Leon-esque touches without going too crazy. 
Dads will appreciate the boredom bypass but mums won’t 
think it looks too sporty to be a good family car. 

It’s clearly no automotive sex symbol, but it’s a solid 
choice for looks. 

As for image, the Alhambra is something of an unsung 
hero, derided by those who’d never buy one anyway, but 
loved by the people who own one. 

It might not be a glamorous choice (it isn’t), but its owners 
would tell you it’s a good one. 

Even with all seven seats up and occupied there’s still an 
impressive boot, good enough for one really large suitcase 
with soft bags on top, or two medium cases plus extras. Fold 
the back seats down - this isn’t as easy or quick as you’ll 
see in some rivals - and you’re left with a cavernous boot 
good enough for anything a family might need to shove into 
it. 

The sliding doors, complete with holders for large bottles, 
are a huge boon in car parks and the two built-in booster 
seats mean that kids of around 4-11 years old can escape 
the need for an aftermarket unit. 

To maximise passenger room, the three individual seats 
in row two slide forward and back. Adults approaching six- 
feet tall will find it a squeeze in the child-centric row three 
but everywhere else affords lots of head and shoulder room. 

Quality 

Believe it or not (you MPV cynic, you) the Alhambra is 
far from terrible to drive. Selecting Comfort mode within the 
adjustable damper settings rewards with an impressive ride 
quality you’ll love, while the cringe-inducing Sport mode 
does at least provide a bit more straight-line urge and extra 
body control in the corners. 

You sit high in this car; easily at compact SUV height. 
There’s a great view of the road ahead as a result, and 
there’s every chance that even nervous drivers would gain 
confidence behind the wheel. 

The DSG twin-clutch automatic gearbox is a boon around 
town, whispering effortlessly through ratios, but it’s perhaps 
too keen to kick down gears and bypass the meat of the die¬ 
sel engines’ torque. The manual gives more useful control 
for acceleration. There are no such braking worries, as the 
chunky Seat stops on a sixpence. 

Value for money . . . 

Ah. This is where it starts to look a little worse for the 
Alhambra. The entry-level petrol model just about dips be¬ 
neath the £25,000 mark, while the mainstream models fall 
roughly between the £28,000 and £33,000 marks. That’s 
fabulously expensive for a car of this type, especially con¬ 
sidering that the adjustable dampers aren’t standard (£935) 
and you also have to pay more than £1,000 extra to add 
powered actuation to the tailgate and sliding doors on the 
cheaper trim grades. 

Families and user-chooser company car drivers with three 
or more kids are the main buyers here. Seat predicts a 70/30 
split towards business sales, so the typical Alhambra driver 
is likely to be a family man or woman with a few kids at home 
and a desire for both space and comfort. 

This car summed up in a single word: Friendly 

If this car was a children’s TV show it would be Peppa Pig. 
The kids love it and the parents become strangely attached.

IT’S more than a sport, fighting and 
self defence.

Growing up in West Bromwich, Dicks, now 
aged 75, began training in Wado-Ryu Karate in 
1966 after seeing a newspaper advert about a 
class at a Birmingham pub - and he has never 
looked back. 

He has gone on to train with some of the 
world’s best fighters and won many competition 
medals including a gold at the All-England Cham¬ 
pionship in 1971.
